AT TOULON. 


If, in a sanitary 6ec.sp, tbo condition of 


Marseilles was frigh'tM, that at Toulon 
struck mo as boing pimply murderous. Just 
fancy pcoplo living :'n this city of quito 
80,000 inhabitants 'flithout tho faintest glim- 
mer of common sense in regard to public hy- 
giene. Their habits, both in their houses and 
in tho public streets, aro indescribably 
filthy. Tho plain English of it is about this: 
That (t is impossible for pcoplo who live on 
fruit, who drink all kinds of poor fluid, wbo 
sleep hi dirt and nastinoss, wbo breathe an 
air. polluted by tbo sowago of the town 
itself, and rendered doubly poisonous by tho 
excreta, left by tbo training ships, to escape 
cholera. 


I visited a hospital in tbo suburbs con- 


structed in that unfortunate way so much in 
vogue a century or moro ago. I saw there 
thirty-six coses of cholera. T?ho condition of 
tho patients differed in no rospecc from those 
in Marseilles. Hero I saw Madam Dorvan, a 
lady of wealth, whosonamo bos already boon 
celebrated for her devotion to tho cause of 
humanity. This bravo woman has nursed 
cholera patients in Egypt, Greece and Italy. 
I found MCI- in this hospital busily occupied 
jnuving from bod to bod, administering to 
the \va:its of tho sick. 


The Ca»e on tho Silver. 


CtllCAdO, July 2S.—Dispatches from St. 


Louis state that tho recently reported case of 
Asiatic cholera on the stoor.ier Annie P. 
Silver, on the Mississippi river was n cose of 
scum about nothing more than a fatal cose ot 
difirrhcea. Tho child which died had boon 
ill for a long time, and its parents aro both 
now iu St. IxniiP, and with no sign of cholorn 
about them, the father, iiidoed, being in good 
health and looking for work. The physician, 
however, Dr. J. B. Pearcc, who attended 
tho little one, declares (twos cholora, though 
he does not say positively jt was Asiatic. A 
dispatch from Springfield, Ills., says the 
health authorities thero know of tbo case n 
week ago, and thoroughly ' investigated it, 
finding nothing in fifto warrant them in talc- 
ing action, 


Precaution* In tho Brltlih Army. 
LONDON, July 28.—Tbo duke of Cambridge, 


commonder-in-cblel of the force?, has issued 
an order to all commandors of military 
depots, that in view of tho possible approach 
of cholera^they instantly select sites upon 
which to encamp their troops, and bo ready 
to vacate barracks at a moment's notice. 
Tboy are also required to filter oil water to 
be used for drinking or cooking pnrposos, to 
empty dust bins daily, and to iusoect sewers 
evory week. Any failure to observe those 
fnstructions will result in tho offender being 
court-martialed,
